A symbolic Viking ship and the 
simple words “Scandinavian Centre” 
lighting up the sky atop the artistic 
structure with its attention-drawing 
coloured panles, leads you to the 
doors. 

As you come into the spacious 
beautiful lobby the first thing you 
see is the north wall, wood-panelled 
in a striking design; the remaining 
walls are in soft pastel blues and 
greens.

RAISING THE MONEY 

Without a doubt this aspect of the 
Centre project has been the most 
difficult. From the beginning we had 
always said that $100,000 must be 
raised before we could commence 
building the first unit of the Centre. 

At a special meeting on August 
13, 1963, the shareholders decided 
to proceed with building plans, even 
though the building fund at that 
time only stood at $75,437.85. By 
January, 1964, construction on the 
new Centre was in full swing, and 
the building fund had only reached 
$82,442.80.

Five days apart in October, 1953, two dreams were born which have 
changed my life in many respects. On October 4, 1953, the dream of 
a Scandinavian Centre for Edmonton was born when I presided over a 
meeting of representatives from Sons of Norway, Vasa Lodge Skandia, 
the Finnish Society of Edmonton, and the Danish Society of Edmonton. 
(From the beginning it was the intent to include the Icelanders who had 
not yet formed their club.) This meeting gave birth to a new association 
to be known as the Scandinavian Centre Co-Operative Association Limited. 
On October 9, 1953, our daughter Sharon was born. We have called her 
our Scandinavian girl ever since. To watch these two dreams grow and 
develop has indeed been a pleasure. 

And now for a brief history of the Centre. ' 

After many preliminary meetings, a provisional board of nine directors 
was selected on MARCH 11, 1954 — S. A. SORENSON, M. N. ELIASSON, 
MRS. MARGARET ELIASSON, J. GLEERUP, S. O. HADVICK, A. J. 
JOHANNESSEN, H. LOGAN, C. BENDSEN, and O. S. FRANZEN. 

On April 28, 1954, the association was officially registered with the 
Registrar of Joint Stock Companies. The signatories on the important 
documents were: S. A. SORENSON, S. O. HADVICK, E. LUHTALA, 
A. K. KAUPPILA, O. S. FRANZEN, E. CARLSON, I. DALFLYEN, A. J. 
JOHANNESSEN, H. LOGAN, M. N. ELIASSON, AXEL PEARSON, C. 
BENDSEN, J. GLEERUP, E. ALMERLING, MRS. M. ELIASSON. C. J. 
Algot witnessed the 15 signatures. 

Gleaning through the minutes and the auditors’ reports of the annual 
meetings reveals the names of presidents and directors who led this co¬ 
operative effort through the ten years. It also reveals the increase in 
number of shares, and the growth in th ebuilding fund from year o year. 
I trust you will scan the following summary with interest:

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Canvassers Making Ail-Out Effort To Reach 1,000 Goai 

301 SHARES SOLD . . . NETS $12,635.00! 

In the first 10 weeks of the campaign, ending May 16th, 38 canvassers 
harvested 301 shares, with the total amount paid $12,635.00. 

With 5 weeks left to the end of the campaign, which marks the official 
opening of the Centre on June 20, every canvasser is going all out to reach the goal 
of 1,000 shares. 

They are appealing to every Scandinavian to get on the “HONOUR 
ROLL” — a beautiful, leather-bound book with the names of all shareholders listed 
alphabetically. To these people must go the honor — they have made possible the 
beautiful new Scandinavian Centre which will be officially opened on June 20th,

induce the Scandinavian public and 
others to invest in this community 
project. It was not until 1960 that 
a concerted effort was made to sell 
shares. Four campaigns were or¬ 
ganized during the year: 

J. Sales Campaign — January 19 to 
March 29 — In this campaign five 
teams were organized, one by 
each of the Scandinavian societies 
Each team had its captain and 
volunteer canvassers. The cam¬ 
paign was highly successful, but 
unfair to the smaller groups. 

2. The Silver Dollar Campaign — 
April 12 to June 21 — This cam¬ 
paign was set up on the person¬ 
alities of six captains, each with 
a team of 5 canvassers. The 
incentive was one silver dollar 
per share sold. 

3. The Shareholders’ Campaign — 
September 6 to October 18 — 
In this campaign every share¬ 
holder was asked to sell one 
share. 

4. The Magic Formula Campaign — 
November 8 to November 29 — 
Greater Edmonton was divided 
into 12 zones, each headed by a 
captain. The voters’ lists were 
used and an attempt was made 
to canvass every Scandinavian. 
This campaign was the most 
successful. 

The net result of this concerted 
effort was to increase the number of 
shares from 449 to 1,045, and the 
share account from $21,792.55 to 
$57,372.17. In the period of One year 
the share capital was increased 
2i/ 2 times. Since 1960 we have 
always looked forward. The years 
1961, ’62 and ’63 brought the share 
capital up to $82,442.80. 

It is hoped that the present cam¬ 
paign — “We Are Building The 
Centre” — March 1 to June 20, will 
fill the gap and provide us with 
the $140,000.00 needed to pay for the 
first unit . . . the Social Centre of 
the Scandinavian Centre. 

FINDING THE SITE 

Negotiation with the City of Ed¬ 
monton has been going on almost 
continuously over 10 years to find a 
suitable site. The search was 
finalized when City Council accepted 
an offer of $10,000.00 for 3.28 acres 
at the north-west corner of 142nd 
Street and 125th Avenue on January 
28, 1963. 

It is interesting to note that the 
following sites were all seriously 
considered: 

June 25th, 1956 — Parkland west 
of the High Level Bridge, south of 
the river. 

November 20, 1956 — Parkland 
east of the Edmonton Ski Club. This 
was taken so seriously that $500.00 
was spent on architect’s plans. 

June 1, 1958 — The Town Planner 
suggested a triangular piece of land 
just south of Borden Park. In this 
connection a lengthy brief and a 
petition of 2,612 names was present¬ 
ed to City Council. 

November 6, 1958 — Planning 
Director, W. R. Brown, proposed 
sharing a 314 acre Scona Hill site 
with the Old Timers’ Association. 

May 27, 1980 — Mayor Hawrelak 
suggested a wonderful site at the 
south-west comer of 142 Street and 
111 Avenue. The Scandinavian 
Centre did not want to lease, and 
the purchase price was too high 
($60,000.00). 

During the years 1961 and 1962 the 
Planning Committee considered the 
purchase of the Holy Cross School 
in Jasper Place, the Jasper Place 
Theatre, and the Pentecostal Taber¬ 
nacle, 10047 - 105 Street. 

Ten years of search came to an 
end when City Council accepted our 
offer of $10,000.00 for the 2.38 j 
142 Street and 125 Avenue on Jan-: 
uary 28, 1963. Although many 

people worked on the site-finding 
committees through the years, it 


was Harold Markstrom’s efforts that 
bore fruit. The location of the 
Centre is generally accepted by all 
as a good one. I live in the south¬ 
east section of Edmonton, and by 
using the Groat Road I can reach 
the Centre in 20 minutes. Thus it is 
accessible from any part of the 
city. 

CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 

COMMITTEE 

On May 5, 1959 the Cultural Act¬ 
ivities Committee was set up to 
assist the Social Director. Through 
its efforts a contribution is being 
made of what is good in the back¬ 
ground and culture of Scandinavia 
to an emerging and developing Can- 
adianism. 

On March 20, 1954 the First Annual 
Scandinavian Night was held in the 
South Side Legion Hall. The event 
has grown in popularity year by 
year. 

On January 23, 1960, the Sixth 
Annual Scandinavian Night was held 
for the first time in the Jubilee 
Auditorium. It was a tremendous 
success with 1,500 people in attend¬ 
ance. 

Since then the Cultural Committee 
has never looked back, and each 
year is bigger and better than the 
year before. 

The first Annual Scandinavian Day 
was held on July 25, 1954, and has 
been a big annual affair every 
summer since. 

It has been the express purpose 
of the Centre not to interfere with 
the social activities of the five 
associate organization, but rather to 
encourage and help them. It is for 
this reason that only two annual 
functions are held — Scandinavian 
Night in January and Scandinavian 
Day in July. 


COMMUNITY PARTICIPATION 

We are building a community 
Centre with a Scandinavian flavour. 
We have set out to make it different 
in its architecture, its adornment, 
in he music and culture, and the 
food that you find within its doors, 
so that the Edmonton community 
may enjoy something different. 

In July, 1955, the Centre launched 
its first float in the Edmonton Exhi¬ 
bition Parade, and has been doing 
so ever since. Also in this year the 
first exhibition booth was set up 
for Edmonton’s annual Exhibition. 

The Centre in itself is a little 
league of nations which has proven 
that at least five nations can work 
together for a common purpose. 
Would that the Nations of the 
world would work together to re¬ 
move forever the threat of war! 

CHARTERED FLIGHTS 

On June 15, 1962, the first Chart¬ 


ered Flight to Scandinavia was 
organized (Edmonton to Copen¬ 
hagen). Wardair Ltd. was the 
Charter carrier. Every year since, 
chartered flights have beei '••‘gan- 
ized. The 8th flight is scmuuled 
to leave Edmonton on June 26th for 


Copenhagen and return August 20th, 
and the 9th flight will leave Ed¬ 
monton for Stockholm on July 8th 
and return August 6th. These low- 
cost fares have enabled man> Scand¬ 
inavians to travel to Scandinavia and 
Europe, and thus enrich their lives.

GRAND OPENING . . . 

June 20th at 2:00 p.m. is the moment we have been 
waiting for since October 4th, 1953, when the dream of a 
Centre was born. It has turned out to be a long term goal, 
finally achieved with much effort by many people. But 
happily the official opening of the Centre is not the final goal. 
1 his marks the opening of the first unit — the Social Centre. 
Next perhaps will be the Sauna Bath; then the new Sports 
Centre; then a Library of Scandinavian Literature; then a 
Swimming Pool; and so on and on. 

Is it not often true that as much satisfaction is derived 
from the activities and work that leads to the goal as from 
the goal itself. It is therefore fortunate that there are future 
goals for the Centre. Some one will take up the challenge 
and lead us towards those future objectives. 

MR. TOM NIELSEN SELECTED MANAGER . . . 

On May 12th the Board of Directors cast their ballots 
in favour of Tom Nielsen. It is a fortunate choice for the 
Centre, because Mr. Nielsen has been closely associated with 
the work of the Centre for years. He understands well the 
needs of the associate organizations for whom the Centre was 
built. He is well and favourably known to many Edmontonians, 
and will be able to make the contacts necessary to keep the 
Centre busy at all times. 

We all wish Tom success in his new position as manager 
of the Centre. He can be assured of the solid backing of 
the Board of Directors, and of the shareholders generally to 
whom he will be responsible for the successful operation of 
the Centre. 

DEVELOPMENT OF BASEMENT AREA . . . 

Representatives of the associate organizations of the 
Centre met at the home of S. A. Sorenson on April 28th to 
discuss the development of the basement. A generally satis¬ 
factory plan for all concerned was worked out along these 
lines: 

1. The west half, the Nordic Salon, 1,750 square feet 
shared by Sons of Norway and Vasa Lodge Skandia; one 
lodge to decorate the north wall and the other the south 
wall. 

2. The south-east area, 800 square feet, to be the Danish 

Salon. / 

3. The north-east area, 600 square feet, assigned to 
Finland and Iceland. 

This seems to be a very sensible arrangement which will 
give the Centre five different sized areas for rental: 

The Viking Room . 3,500 sq. ft. — 300 people 

The Nordic Salon . 1,750 sq. ft. — 150 people 

The Danish Salon . 800 sq. ft. — 800 people 

The Icelandic - Finnish Salon . 600 sq. ft. — 50 people 

The Board Room . 300 sq. ft. — 25 people 

Furthermore, this arrangement will identify each of the 
societies with the Centre — a desire strongly felt from the be¬ 
ginning. (The names of the rooms are only suggested and 
have not been definitely decided.) 

THE HONOR ROLL 

The Scandinavian Centre is most anxious to give all 
Scandinavians an opportunity to be included on the Honour 
Roll — a large leather-bound book with all names arranged 
alphabetically. Only readers of this paper wil know about 
it unless you, as a shareholder or a canvasser, tell others about 
it.

The “Green Gold” 

Of Finland 

* * * 

For Finland’s four-and-alhalf mil 
lion people, the green forests which 
mantle the country are a perennial 
and unfailing source of a nation’s 
livlihood. 

With Finland’s forests supplying 
the coveted softwood, whose long 
fibres make them the ideal source 
for paper, pulp, and paperboard 
manufacture, this tiny nation has 
been able to achieve its curren' 
position as one of the world’s lead 
ing exporters of forestry products. 

In fact, although Finland ranks 
67th in the scale of world popula¬ 
tion, the country ranks third as a 
world exporter of paper, plup and 
forestry products. Finland’s posi¬ 
tion is fourth in terms of the world’s 
paper production; eighth in terms of 
the world’s pulp producers. Within 
Europe alone, Finland has a com¬ 
manding position as the continent’s 
supplier of forest industry goods. 

It is most natural therefore that 
the forest industry should represent 
the basic foundation on which the 
modern economy of Finland is built 

Over seventy percent of Finland’s 
export earnings are derived from 
forestry products, and these in turn 
supply the funds to purchase the 
additional raw materials on which 
the country’s highly diversified and 
modern industries are dependent. 

Vigorous expansion of paper-pro¬ 
ducing capacities has been charact¬ 
eristic of the economies of all the 
world’s wood-processing countries 
within the past five years. In Fin¬ 
land, therefore, this branch of pro¬ 
duction has also grown tremendously 
with many new mills being establish¬ 
ed, and with the established com¬ 
panies engaged in extensive pro¬ 
grams of modernization and en¬ 
largement. 

Within Finland, the development 
of new production capacity has been 
most notable in the pulp and paper 
divisions /— and particularly in such 
bulk products as chemical pulp, 
newsprint, kraft paper and board. 
The average capacity of the modern 
Finnish pulp and paper mill has 
grown so that, in this respect, they 
now rank with the largest in the 
world, the paper mills of he United 
States and Canada. 

Finnish forest products are export¬ 
ed all over the world, and are 
intensively and efficiently marketed 
in more than 120 countries. 

Naturally, the most important 
markets are those nearest to hand. 
Seventy percent of the industry’s 
exports go to Western Europe; al¬ 
though the United States is currently 
the largest purchaser of Finnish 
newsprint. 

By 1965, it is estimated that 
Finland’s total pulp production 
capacity will reach a target ob¬ 
jective of 6.1 million tons annually, 
aind that paper and board produc¬ 
tion will achieve an annual level 
of 3.6 million tons.
